New ORLEANs, Nov. 25.—Yesterday I heard a 
gentleman from one of the bulldozed parishes 
giving in his experience. The manner of the 
man, as well as the circumstances of the case, 
convinced me of the truth of his statements. 

This gentleman was a Union soldier from the 
West, and settled upon a large plantation in 
North Louisiana immediately after the War. 
He tock no part in politics except to vote the 
Republican ticket and hold the office of Justice 
of the Peace. His business was that of plant- 
ing. His neighbors, although Southern men, 
upon ali sides, were kind and hospitable. He 
had no trouble until the present campaign 
opened. But with the attempt to conquer the 
parish according to the Mississippi plan, came 
outrages, dangers, and bloodshed. The bull- 
dozers rode through his plantation nightly, and 
fired into the cabins of his laborers. For two 
months previous to election his hands had to 
sleep in the woods. Much of his cotton yet re- 
mains in the ficld unpicked. Since August he 
has not had a light in the house at night. The 
armed bulldozers rode by at all times, firing 
right and left, and he feared assassination, One 
night, at the solicitation of his family, he re- 
mained in the woods bimselt. All law was 
overthrown. Four or fiye negroes were brutal- 
lf murdered in different parts of the parish, 
with a view to strike terror into the rest and 
frighten them into the support of the Demo- 
cratic ticket.

It. was perfectly quiet and peaceable, and the 
blacks, all the manhood terrified out of them, 
mournfully voted the ticket they hated. Just 
one Republican vote was cast at his precinct, 
and that by himself. Before the election ar- 
rived men would come to his house—strangers 
te him—look all around, ask mysterious ques- 
tions, fire into the air, and frighten his hands 
from their work. His immediate neighbors 
took no part in this, but it was all the work of 
men from remote quarters of the parish, done 
under a systematic plan to carry the election. 
Indeed, some of his neighbors privately de- 
nounced the plan, but they were whipped into 
line and dare not openly protest. 

At times armed men would dash furiously up 
te his house, warning him to appear immediate- 
ly at a certain point with his shotgun, as The 
niggers were arming and preparing to massacre 
all the white people, and we must defend our- 
selves.”” He never obeyed this warning, for at 
that very moment his own negroes were either 
at work or skulking in the woods to keep from 
being killed. He says all the stories of negroes 
arming,” “‘ negroes marching on the towa,“ etc., 
were simply lies gotten upto cover warlike

tide through his plantation, throwing down 
fences, and leaving them down, looking for 

whom they had driven from their cabins, 
and who would hide between the cotton-rows lor 
protection. 

Tus TERRORISM WAS SO COMPLETE 
mat his hands finally slept in the woods every 
sight, coming out in the morning, working all 
day, and returning to the woods at night. The 
blacks upon the neighboring plantations were no 
better off. He knew of two instances of negroes 
who were forced to join the Democratic clubs. 
They afterwards attended a Republican meet- 
ing. The bulldozers made an example of these 
te terrify the rest. One they shot dead as he 
was coming into town upon a load of wood. The 
other they took from his cabin at night and shot 
him to death in the presence of his family.

Among the stacks of affidayitsis one from 
Ouachita Parish, which sets out a story which 
is hard to believe.

Young is not in the parish;” and I said. Tes, he 
is; there he is jumping back." When I said this, 
Mr. Logan broke the door open, and they came into 
the room: Dt. Young, Billy Parks, and Mr. 
Logan—the reason I knew him, I saw him at 
Lide ville's often— Mr., Therbold, Frank Dur- 
ham, and another Durham, Peter Cleve- 
land, and there was more, but I did 
not know them, except Buck er. When 
they rushed in the  housé the fret 
thing that took place they grabbed Henry Pinks- 
ton. Dr. Youngand Capt. Therbold said. You 
vote no d—d Radical ticket here.” Logan said, 
Put ad—d veil over hie face. Buck Baker 
said. She knows you, — attend to her;“ and they 
commenced shooting and cuttingme. Dr. Young, 
after shooting all the loads out of his pistol on 
Henry, etrack me on my head with the pistol.

After that they 
took him out in the moonshine and shot him until 
he was dead. He begged them not to kill him, and 
said he would vote the Democratic ticket.

We are going to make yon hurrah 
something else. You have been pretending to us 
long enough, and we are going to kill you.”

Most people reading this terrible story will 
not believe it. I don't want to believe it, and 
would rejoice to see it overthrown. But there 
was such a man as Henry Pinkston. He cannot 
cow be found. And it will be observed that 
names and particulars are given with such dis- 
tinctness in the affidavit that the story can be 
refuted if not true. 

The worst case yet developed by the immense 
mass of affidavits taken is that of Eliza Pinks- 
ton, above given. There are others that are 
very bad, and some not worth serious consider- 
ation. For instance, one colored man swears 
wita great particularity that on election-day a 
white man stood at the polis with a book called 
the Book of Forgetfulness,” and that every 
time a colored man voted Republican this ob- 
serving white man made a mark in his book and 
said Tally!“ This mysterious business fright- 
eued a great many colored men, and they went 
home without voting. 

Indeed, the affidavits are of all sorts, sizes, and 
descriptions, but the most of them are strong, and 
unless they can be overthrown, they leave the 
Democratic cause id a bad light,—a light that 
will condemn it among all candid men. 

The next worse case to that of Pinkston’s is 
the murder of two men in East Baton Rouge, 
father and son. They were killed the night of 
the 12th of April, at the commencement of the 
campaign. Two weeks before being killed, they 
were warned, in writing, to move away within 
ten days. They were frightened, and, the wit- 
nesses say, applied to the merchant where they 
did their trading. He advised them to stay at 
home, attend to their business, and pay 
no attention to the _ threat. But 
death followed. A dozen men came in the night 
and shot them to death. Iwo of the family 
mother and sister—were present, and have 
made sworn statements with all the horrible 
details. Their testimony is corroborated from 
several sources, including certified copies of the 
coroner’s inquest held on the bodies, 

A more complete picture of wo I never saw 
than these two faces,—the old woman who lost 
her husband and son, and the daughter who lost 
in them a father and a brother. Their faces 
haunt me, and I say, Can this be true! 
Were there two men taken out of bed 
at night and shot like wid beaste? And, 
if mot true, how came these two women 
here? How could they tell such à straight 
story with nothing to base it upon! And, more 
than all, how could these poor faces assume 
that look of settled, terrible anguish? 

When the truth is out,—and it will come out 
this winter, if what the Republicans here allege 
is true,—the Democratic party must not, can- 
not, defend it. The party will be damned that 
seeks to win power through murder,—cruel, 
cowardly, cold-blooded murder. The American 
people are God-fearing, justice- loving people. 
They want none of this.

HORRIBLE © CRUELTY. 


Particulars of a Revolting Case of Bad Treat- 
ment of a Ship's Crew from Cardiff, Wales, 
to Hong Kong, China. 

Bziract from a N ier to H. PaLasson, of 


Hone Kone, China, Oct. 9.—A most revolt- 
ing case of bad treatment on board ship has 
just been brought to light. The American ship 
C. O. Whitmore, from Cardiff, with coal to the 


the crew, one and all, presented themselves be- 
fore Consul Bailey, and each told a sad story 
of continued bad treatment during the voyage. 
One of them, the second mate, who was most 
victimized for disobeying the Captain’s order to 
ill-treat the crew, died from his wounds. The 
poor man had seven holes in his head, and his 
cheek-bones were broken. On his back several 


lumps were visible, covered with matter. His | 


legs were riveted by sail needles; and in this 
state he was confined, chained, in the lazaretto, 
for four days; and when he was carried up and 
laid on deck, the poor man was covered with 
dried blood and filtn, and was out of his mind, 
talking incoherently, and sometimes would ex- 
claim, My wife! my child! my child!” In his 
pocket was found a letter from his wife, in 


which the following passage occurs: Our child 
has just got another tooth.“ The Captai 
who superintended tlie operation, now ordere 
some buckets of salt water to be thrown over 
the body of the victim, now stark naked; and 
sand and broom soon removed all dried blood, 
and torrents of quick blood oozed out from the 
wounds. ‘Tbe man during this demoniacal tor- 
ture only cried out, Ou! Oh!“ in deep groans. 
He was aiterwards placed in the carpenter's 
shop, which means a plank, four feet two inches 
long by six feet; andthe man measuring five ieet 
could not stretch out his limbs. In this position 
he was kept four days, when he died. When his 
body was taken out to be sewn in a sheet and 
consigned to the deep, it was impossible to 
stretch out bis legs, the knees adbering firmly 
to his breast. Ihe Consul had the Captain and 
the two ollivers arrested and their rendition de- 
manded from the British Goverment. But it 
is feared that, owing to the late difficulty be- 
tween Great Britain ard the United States, when 
the treaty was abrogated, the murderers will get 
scot free. I have only given above a few of the 
most revolting atrocities. By the papers I send 
7 by this o 8 you will learn the par- 

iculars of this bloody case, the most revolting 
I have ever read. You will doagreat service to 
tbe sea-faring people at large by publishing this 
case far and wide. I am afraid that if the Cap- 
tafn and his officers get their discharge here they 
will, be waylaid and iynched, the feeling » a 
them is so strong.

Setting a Thief to. to Judge a Thief. 
Pul A. (London) Gazelle. 

The principle of * Set a thief to catch a thief” 
has before now been acted upon with success; 
the experiment, however, of “sctting a thief to 
judge a thief ’’ remains to be tried. It seems, 
from an incident which occurred on Monday at 
the Middlesex Sessions, that an old and ex- 
perienced thief, who has been several — ge 
victed, sometimes possesses a knowl 0 
criminal law exceeding that of the Judge — 
whom he is arraigned, which might reuder him 
an acquisition to the Bench. A man named 
Edwards, who had been convicted at the last 
sessions for attempting to steal a purse con- 
taining money, and against whom some previous 
convictions were proved, was brought up for 
judgment and sentenced by Mr. Sergeant Cox 
to five years’ penal servitude. ‘“‘What! five years 
for an attempt!” exclaimed the prisoner. “It 
ought only to be two years.” And Mr. Sergeant 
Cox was in error, for shortly afterwards Edwards 
was recalled from the cell in which he had been 
deposited, and being placed again in the dock 
was informed that the sentence of five years’ 
penal servitude had been passed upon bim 
under the impression that he had been con- 
victed of stealing; as, however, it appeared 
that he iad convicted of 
an attempt to bis sentence 
would be 1S prieoumient es hard labor for 
two years, that being the highest term allowed 
bylaw. “I told you so,” said Edwards tri- 
umphantly, but that’s getting off three years.“ 
Judges as a rule should before passing sentence 
make themselves acquainted with the nature 
of the charge on which the prisoner has been 
convicted, otherwise a mon may be sentenced 
to death for picking a 8 and the Judge 
thereby be exposed to ribaldry.

Pran McCartney, one of the most expert 
and dangerous counterfeiters that ever in- 
fiated the paper-currency of the American 
Republic, having been tried and found guilty 
in the United States Court at Indianapolis, 
was yesterday sentenced to an imprisonment 


of fifteen years in the Penitentiary. 


Suite were begun yesterday against a large 
number of Chicago distillers who came to 
grief in the general break-up of the Whisky- 
Ring conspiracy in this city. The suits are 
all brought on distillers’ bonds which were 
forfeited over a year ago at the time of the 
seizures, and the total amount involved is 
$656,200. Among the defendants to these 
civil actions are a number of distillers who 
were known as the squealers, all of whom, it 
is presumed, will set up a claim for immunity 
against civil damages and forfeitures.

Contrary to general expectation, the con- 


test for the possession of the South Carolina 


State Government was unattended yesterday 
by violence or bloodshed. In all probability 
nothing but the presence of Gen. Ruger and 
his troops prevented a serious collision be- 
tween the opposing factions. The troops 
were there in the capacity of a police 
force for the preservation of order 
and tho prevention of a disturbance, and not 
for the purpose of taking sides or of helping 
to put in one set and keep out another, and 
they succeeded well in doing their duty. 
Excitement and partisan bitterness rule the 
hour at the State Capital, and the develop- 
ments of to-day are awaited with feverish 
interest. Two i have been or- 
ganized, and it is not unlikely that two Gov- 
ernors will be inaugurated. 
— - 

The official canvass of the vote of Florida 
is so nearly completed as to show a result 
almost without a parallel in point of close- 
ness. It is so close, indeed, that the varia- 
tion in the number of votes cast for the dif- 
ferent Electors on the same ticket may prove 
to be sufficient to settle the Presidential 
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majority on the face of the returns in Louis- 
iana. 


One of the most curious features of the 
Presidential struggle in Louisiana—a feature 
which is as nearly humorous as anything in 
the political muddle can be—is the sight of 
Republican negroes going to recently-con- 
verted Democrats, once Abolitionists, to ex- 
plain to them why they voted the Demo- 
cratic ticket. Mr. Rzprrexp, the corre- 
spondent of the Cincinnati Commercial, has 
furnished a very graphic picture of these 
negroes conferring with the Democrats. 
In the presence of the latter they 
affirm that everything is lovely. No force 
has been used. The State was in a bad fix, 
taxes were high and times hard, and so they 
decided to try the Democratic party. They 
have never been bulldozed, and there has 
been no violence used anywhere. This is 
the testimony of the Democratic negroes 
when they talk to Democrats. These are 
the stories they tell to such eminent Demo- 
crats and Reformers as Jon M. Paumer and 
Lyman Trumsvtt. When these same ne- 
groes get among Republicans and dare to 
say their souls are their own, and find that 
their names will not be revealed, then they 
tell exactly the opposite story. They are all 
good Republicans in reality, but they went 
into the Democratic party for “shelter.” 
The Republican negro voting the Democratic 
ticket is the despair of the situation in 
Louisiana; and the spectacle of Lyman 
TrumsBvu.t listening to the Republican negro 
telling him why he voted the Democratic 
ticket contains as much of irony as can 


readily be imagined. 


* DEMOCRATIC PLANS OF RESISTANCE. 

The Democratic oracles do not seem to be 
very well agreed among themselves as to the 
course which should be adopted in case 
Haves has a majority of the Electoral votes. 
The number of intelligent, honest, and 
patriotic Democrats who favor an acquies- 
cence in the result seems to be small, if 
we may judge by the newspapers and spokes- 
men of the party. Even Mr. Tn has 
neglected thus far, amid the turbulent 
partisan threats of resistance, to give the 
country the assurance that he will not sanc- 
tion any such course. But as to the manner 
of resistance, the Democrats cannot agree. 
Some of the Congressmen want to insist that 
the Twenty-second Joint Rule is still in force; 
others claim that the Constitution itself is 
equivalent to the spirit of that rule. Mr. 
Porrzr favors the pronunciado sys- 
tem, and desires that the House shall set up 
a President; but the New York World, 
agreeing in the main to this proposition, does 
not object to the Senate doing the same 
thing, and complacently contemplates the 
possibility of having two Presidents, each 
trying to ran the Government with different 
mechinery, without apprehending any 
serious disturbance. .In fact, the desperate 
greed of the Democratic office-seekers has 
suggested a score of plans for resistance, 
which only agree in the fact that all are 
alike extra-constitutional and revolutionary. 

The New York Xzpress has revived in a 
new shape the proposition that the House 
shall endeavor to defeat the formal count of 
the Electoral vote by refusing to assemble 
with the Senate to witness the count. The 
excuse now given for this course is the pres- 
ence of troops in Washington; and the 
scheme, which has evidently some hold in 
Washington, is thus outlined by a corre- 
spondent of the Hzpress : 

The concentration of United States troops in 
Washington can be for no other object than to 
overawe the House of Representatives. I take it 
for granted that, when Congress assembles in De- 
cember, the House will call upon the President to 
remove the troops; and in the event of his refusal, 
will adjourn without transacting business, from 
week to week, until the second Wednesday of Feb- 
ruary, 1877. 

As an excuse this is of the flimsiest pos- 
sible character, and can only impress the 
ignorant and silly. How in the world are 
the troops in Washington to overawe Con- 
gress? Are they to be marched into the 
House of Representatives with their muskets 
loaded and bayonets fixed, and order the 
House to take a certain course, or else dis- 
perse? Or are they, without further notice, 
to open fire on the full House, and let the 
members scramble for the lobbies and escape 
if they can? Who is it that meditates a 
coup @etat of this kind? And, if nothing of 
this kind is contemplated, how is the pres- 
ence of the troops in Washington calculated 
to “‘overawe” Congress? We remember 
that there was one occasion at the close of 
the War when a vast army were in Washing- 
ton,—nearly 200,000 veteran soldiers, in- 
fantry, cavalry, and artillery,—fully equipped 
and trained to fighting; the multitude of 
soldiers was so great that it required two 
days for them to-march through the city. 
Yet we have never heard that a single Con- 


Republican or Democrat, or that anybody 
felt the slightest insecurity. Now, when the 
entire army is only about 25,000 men, scat- 
tered over the whole continent, it is simply 
ridiculous to maintain that the handful of 


By what authority will the House of Rep- 
resentatives demand that the President shall 
remove the troops from Washington? He 
is the Commander-in-Chief of the Army, and 
has vrobably concluded that a thousand 
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troops, more or less, are not too many to 
keep at the seat of Government at a time 
when threats of resistance are freely made, 
and mob-violence is not at all unlikely. The 


be so asinine as to attempt an interference 
with the Executive in the proper discharge 
of his functions and deprive themselves of a 
protection they may possibly need. 

The fact is that this plan is merely another 
makeshift to suggest a possible excuse or 
provocation for the resistance to the declara- 
tion of Harzs’ election in case he receives a 
majority of the Electoral votes. There are 
many evidences that such a resistance is se- 
riously contemplated by some of the more 
desperate partisans of the Democratic party, 
but we still have faith that it will not infect 
the intelligent people who voted for TDI 
without ambition or hope for an office, and 
without anything moré than a new hat 
staked on the result. 


FIRE INSURANCE IN CHICAGO. 

The people of Chicago have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves. upon the completion 
and thorough success of their new, enlarged, 
and now perfect system of water-supply. Com- 
pared with thesupply of the principal cities of 
the country, it is more perfect, the supply 
larger, inexhaustable, and subject to less acci- 
dents. Nothing less than an earthquake can 
deprive us of the abundance which has been 
utilized. The means of obtaining that water, 
and of distributing it, @e protected from all 
possible accidents such as have occurred else- 
where. The tunnels are in duplicate, each 
distinct and separate from the other; they 
are eighty feet below the surface, and pro- 
tected from disturbance. An accident even 
to one would leave the city provided by the 
other. The great works are also in dupli- 
cate, and several miles distant from one 
another. The destruction of one will not 
leave the city helpless, as in 1871. These es- 
tablishments are not, moreover, subject to 
any probable loss by fire; they are isolated, 
and protected by avenues and parks from 
all danger by fire from without, and in them- 
selves contain nothing combustible. The 
power of these works is equal to the supply 
of Chicago with water for any increase of 
population for the next twenty years, and 
can at any time be ‘ncreased by the con- 
struction of additional works in some other 
part of the city. The new works, put in 
operation within the last thirty days, are 
supplied by a tunnel seven feet in diameter 
running four miles under the city. These 
works, running in connection with the old 
ones, are capable of furnishing more than 
double the amount of water ever consumed 
in this city. 

The great benefit, however, resulting from 
this completed system of water-supply is the 
protection against fire. In this respect Chi- 
cago is now equal, in its means of defense, 
if not superior, to any other city in the 
United States. The city has been encircled 
by large 86-inch mains, these being inter- 
sected by others of 30-inch and 24-inch, and 
these by 18-inch, 16-inch, 12-inch, 8-inch, 
and 6-inch pipes. In many places the pipes 
intended to supply dwellings and stores are 
duplicated by others used only for the service 
of the Fire Department. In various parts of 
the city are immense underground tanks, or 
reservoirs, supplied by the tunnel, and inex- 
haustible. The water has been carried for 
fire purposes into every locality, and in 
abundant supply. A deficiency of water for 
fire purposes is impossible, except beyond 
the improved area of the city. The ma- 
chinery of the Fire Department has 
been doubled in the number of its work- 
ing apparatus, and the Department made 
efficient. The old difficulty of the large 
number of wooden buildings still exists, but 
in a modified form. No wooden building 
has been erected within the last four years, 
and in that same time many have been de- 
stroyed, and have been replaced with stone, 
brick, or iron buildings. There are uo such 
buildings now within the area of the busi- 
ness districts, and nothing to feed or lead a 
fire coming from the outer districts. Even 
in the watds where once the wooden build. 
ings were exclusive, there are now large 
buildings of brick and stone, presenting at 
intervals strong walls to arrest the progress 
of any fire which may happen. All these 
wooden buildings are small,—the majority 
of one story, and rarely any over two stories. 
All through these wooden districts there 
have been fire-plugs located at short inter- 
vals, and, under our completed water-system, 
these plugs, with hose, become immediately 
available. The pressure of water is so great 
that, with hose, the water can be used di- 
rectly upon any of these wooden structures, 
and the fire drowned out. Year after year 
and month after month these structures will 
disappear, and will be replaced by substan- 
tial and permanent brick or stone buildings. 
Owing to the abundant water-supply, and 
the increased means of arresting fires, these 
once alarming wooden buildings have ceased 
to be a menace to the valuable residence and 
business property of the city. 

All things considered, there is no more 
danger of an extensive conflagration in Chi- 
cago than there is of such an event in New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, St. 
Louis, or Cincinnati, and for many reasons 
the danger here is less. The people of Chi- 
cago have been educated at a great cost in 
the fire business. They have, since the fire, 
in spite of all their troubles, trials, and vi- 


from fire, there has been a partial reduction 
in rates. The occasion and the justification 
for any discrimination in rates of insurance 
against Chicago no longer exist. The busi- 
ness property of the city, and the greater 
part ef the permanently improved residence 
property, is as free. of any danger or proba- 
bility of any extended fire as is similar prop- 
erty in any of the large cities. For 
such property Chicago should pay no greater 
rates than is paid in other cities. Being 
as well protected and as little exposed 
to the recurrence of any such conflagration 
asthe average of any of the large cities, 
the rates of insurance here should be no 
greater than the average rates elsewhere. It 
is time that the insurance companies doing 
business here should understand this, and 
that they should understand also that no 
combination or organization of companies 
to exact rates greater than the average rates 
exacted in other cities will succeed, and that 
the community who have submitted to this 
unjust exaction so long are now in a condi- 
tion to refuse submission any longer, and to 
demand and be allowed rates such as the di- 
minished dangers and perils justify. 
DEMOCRATIC INTIMIDATIONS. 

The New Orleans correspondent of the 
New York Tribune, in a letter to that paper 
dated Nov. 18, concedes that the Democrats 
polled a majority of all the votes actually 
found in the ballot-boxes of Louisiana on 
the 7th of November, which leaves the ques- 
tion to be determined by the Returning 
Board whether there was a fair and free elec- 
tion throughout the State. In discussing 
this question, the correspondent says : 

One of the most important questions which is 
sure to arise during the discussion of the Louis- 
jana question will be in regard to the exact char- 
acter of the intimidation which will vitiate the 
election in a parish or voting-precinct. A Repub- 
lican of national reputation, who has resided in 
New Orleans since the close of the War, told me 
the other day that in certain portions of this State 
it is impossible fora white Republican or a black 
Democrat to live, except in the large towns. He 
did not say that men who went against their 
color in those sections of Louisiana would cer- 
tainly be murdered, but he meant that they would 
live in such constant fear, hated and avoided by 
those of their own race with whom they came in 
daily contact, that one of two courses only would 
be left for them to pursue—either to quit the 
country or yieldto the pressure and go with the 
tide of public opinion. This assertion was made 
to prove to me the absurdity of the Democratic 
claim that negroes had voted fon Tub and 
Nichols in the last election. 

The above is one form of intimidation. No 
violence may be used, and yet there was an 
absolute terrorism which prevented a fair 
election. There is still another species of 
intimidation which has cost the Republican 
party thousands of votes which can hardly 
be reached by the Election laws, and which 
the Tribune correspondent describes by tak- 
ing the example of a single parish : 

St. Landry Parish has been carried by the Demo- 
crats at every election, I believe, since 1868 until 
this year. Nowithas beyond dispute gone for 
Hares and Packarp. The explanation which the 
Republicans give of this change is as follows: They 
say that in St. Landry Parish there was a horrible 
massacre of blacks in 1868, which struck terror to 
the hearts of the negroes, and the memory of it 
has prevented many of them from voting at every 
subsequent election. In other words, the colored 
people, being by nature easily frightened, 
and remaining longer under the influence of 
fear than white men, have actually been 
kept away from the polls for six or eight years 
through intimidation, the cause of which may not 
have been repeated. Although it is greatly to be 
regretted that such a condition of affairs as this 
can exist in any free country, I don't believe the 
Election laws of this State cover such a case, or that 
they ought todoso. At the same time, as we bring 
the scenes of violence nearer and nearer to the 
election, it may be that the very delicate question 
will arise as to how recent an act of violence must 
be in order to make it vitiate an election. 

The two instances which we have quoted 
not only show satisfactorily why the Repub- 
lican vote was not forthcoming, but also the 
distracting nature of the complications that 
must come before the Board. Ooupling 
these with the actual murders, assassina- 
tions, and bulldozing of both black and 
white Republicans, which are susceptible of 
proof, the direct and indirect methods by 
which the Democracy have attempted to 
carry Louisiana for Tum become apparent 
in all their infamy. 


THE EUROPEAN CONFERENCE. 

As the time for the meeting of the Euro- 
pean Conference draws near, the correspond- 
ents of the principal English and Continen- 
tal papers are busy speculating upon the 
part which Russia will play, and the reforms 
in the condition of the Sclaves which she 
will demand. The Vienna correspondent of 
the London Times, who is one of the best in- 
formed writers in Europe, and whose specu- 
lations upon events connected with the 
Turko-Servian war and the questions con- 
nected with it have thus far proved almost 
unerringly certain, devotes a long letter to 
the possible action of the Conference, or 
rather to the pragramme which Russia will 
present for adoption by the Powers. On the 
14th of November, all the Powers had given 
their consent to the Conference except Tur- 
key. The Porte objected to the locality of 
the Conference, and so notified England, 
setting forth as the grounds of its objections 
that the meeting of the Conference in Con- 
stantinople was humiliating for Turkey, asit 
would imply a policy of dictation and inter- 
ference with her internal affairs. The En- 
glish Government, however, gave the Porte 
no comfort, not deeming the location humil- 
iating in any sense, and notified it that 
its objection was not sufficient, whereupon 
it gave its adhesion to the Conference, which, 
according to the dispatches in Tax Tarmvunz 
of yesterday, will hold preliminary meetings 
commencing Dec. 8, and then meet at the 
residence of Gen. Ionatrerr, the Russian Am- 
bassador at Constantinople, to settle upon a 
programme which will be handed to the 
Porte for adhesion. 

The Tynes correspondent, gathers from the 
various interviews of Gen. Ioxarmrr with 
his ‘colleagues the substance of the Russian 
demand that will be laid before the Confer- 
ence, which has every indication of correct- 
ness, since it tallies with semi-official state-

except that Russia will present a programme 
for the reform of the system of taxation, 
local police, and the appointing of Govern- 
ors. In the latter detail there is likely to be 
some opposition by the Porte, as the Rus- 
sians propose to demand that the appoint- 
ment of Governors shall be made with the 
approval of the Powers, which the Porte 
will look upon as a serious restriction of its 
authority. Upon this matter the Times cor- 
respondent says : 

The port likely to be insisted upon by Russia

employed in the administration of the different 
provinces. But as for putting it there in an abso- 
lute manner, it would make the administration al- 
most impossible, right or wrong. The only school 
for employes has been hitherto the Bureaux of 
Constantinople, su that, barring those who might 
have come up from one or another province to that 
resort, there would be scarcely men for the inferior 
posts, much less for the higher ones.

comparison to some native Aga or Bey, or a Chris- 
tian Kodja Beshi. But the remedy for all thisis, it 
seems, to be found in the election of the employes. 

If this means a sort of Communal and Municipal 
Government, more difficalt as it may prove in prac- 
tice than in theory, above all in the towns and vil- 

lages with mixed populations, it more or less co- 
incides with the reform ideas expressed in the note 
of Count ANDRassyY. 

Such in the substance of the programme 
which Russia will present to the Conference. 
There seems to be little doubt that all the 
Powers, with the exception of Tarkey, will 
give in their immediate adhesion to it. There 
is no doubt about the action of France, Ger- 
many, Austria, and Italy. So far as England 
is concerned, the intimationsthus far given 
out are that she will also accept the pro- 
gramme, notwithstanding the absurd and 
hilarious after-dinner speech of Lord Bza- 
CONSFIELD, which has had no effect except to 
unauthoritatively encourage the credulous 
Turk. If Turkey does not accept the decis- 
ion, or even if any of the other Powers 
should oppose the Russian demand, the Czar 
himself has stated the sequence in the words, 
„Russia will act alone, and to give empha- 
sia to this, and show it is not a mere empty 
threat, all Russia is now a military camp, 
and her armies are already in motion. Be- 
fore New Tears the momentous question 
will have been settled whether there is to be 
war between Russia and Turkey. 

THE HICKEY CASE. 

The Hickey case seams at last to have led 
toa permanent breach between the Mayor 
and the Common Co It is unfortunate 
that, with a Mayor and Council that have 
worked together so harmoniously in the in- 
terest of retrenchment and reform, there 
should be so wide a difference of opinion on 
this subject. Still weare forced to believe that 
both the Mayor and the majority in the Coun- 
cil are actuated by good motives, and are 
adhering to their honest convictions. In 
this case it is not necessary that the differ- 
ence between them should be extended to 
other matters of public concern, and it will 
not be if both parties exercise becoming 
forbearance. It is proper the Council should 
remember, in case the Mayor absolutely de- 
clines to remove Mr. Hioxry, that he is 
merely using the prerogative conferred upon 
him by law, and that the majority in the 
Council cannot reasonably dictate the re- 
moval with any threats of opposition to the 
Mayor in other matters, any more than the 
Mayor could reasonably dictate certain leg- 
islation to the Council under threat of veto- 
ing all their measures unless they complied 
with his wishes. 

As to the merits of the Hioxzy case, the 
Mayor and a majority in the Council have 
arrived at exactly opposite conclusions on 
the same evidence. The Mayor is convinced 
that the charges against Hickey originated 
with a combination of gamblers, ex-detect- 
ives, and confidence-men, to get him out of 
the way, and the Council must admit that 
there were certain developments giving a 
strong color of probability to this theory. 
The Council believe that Wxssrzr’s place is 
a den of the vilest kind, and that the Super- 
intendent of Police has had improper rela- 
tions with WIS TEA; the Mayor admits that 
Wesster is not a very savory individual, but 
does not believe that Hickey has been impli- 
cated with him. As to the Papzs, Treeney, 
horse and buggy, Liza Moorr, and Hoosier 
Brown cases, the Council believes the evi- 
dence to be unfavorable to Hickey, and the 
Mayor discredits the character of the evi- 
dence,—both being right toadegree. But 
the point made by the Council that the Mayor 
directed the investigation by the Police Com- 
mittee (which would imply an obligation on 
his part to abide by the result) is denied by 
the Mayor, who cites Corporation Counsel 
Antuony to show that the initiative was 
taken by the Council, and that he (the Mayor) 
simply said he would throw no obstacles 
in the way of their investigation; he 
interfered with it in no way, and even sus- 
pended Hickey pending the investigation; 
but this, of itself, would not commit him to 
accept and act upon any conclusions the 
Committee might reach.

This is a very old question. Seventy-five 
years ago it was decided that no State by its 
Constitution could add to or take from the 
qualifications of a member of Congress as 
fixed by the Constitution of the United 
States. Twenty years ago, in the cases 
where Judge Trumsuit, of this State, was 
elected to the House of Representatives, 
and afterwards to the Senate, this same point 
of his ineligibility under the Constitution of 
Illinois was made and decided. It has been 
decided so often that we had no idea that 
there were any legal lights anywhere 
who had not heard of such decisions, A 
contest in either of these cases would not 


be entertained a moment even by a partisan 


House or Senate. 


The Turkish correspondent of the London 
Times furnishes that paper with some very in- 
teresting particulars of the manner in which 
the Russian Government presented its ultima- 
tum to the Porte, giving the latter just forty- 
eight hours in which to decide the armistice 
question, and of the effect which it produced in 
Constantinople. On the Ast of October, Gen.

Like nearly all the old pictures extant, which 
have been attributed to the “Old Masters,” it 
has a history, which, as a grouping of facts, is 
as worthy of credence as the romantic stories of 
the Knights of the Round Table or the extraor- 
dinary feats of prowess of the antediluvian Kings 
of Ireland. The owner of this work of art isa 
resident of the West Division, where, in an ob- 
scure street, he carries on an humble tailor-shop. 
He claims to be a descendent of a noble Polish 
family in which this picture occupied the proud 
position of an heirloom for several generations. 
He says the work is a genuine Correggio, and he 
knows it, because it has been for so long a time 
in the possession of his ancestors. Whether 
the claim be well founded Tun Trisuns @ill 
take into consideration before this article is 
concluded.

This is out of all propor- 
tion, and of itself alone throws a doubt on the 
picture being from the ease] of the artist to 
whom it is attributed, as it is a well-known fact 
that Correggio was a master in the use of fore- 
shortening, and he would never have allowed 
such a slovenly piece of work as this to leave 
his studio. The drawing and coloring of the 
arms and breast of the Redeemer are exquisite. 
Tne modeling is round and full; there is an 
absence of any attempt at muscular develop- 
ment. The flesh tints worked up from bluish 
and greenish gravs dissolve into the softest 
of shadows, and they, while they deepen almost 
into positive darkness, do not lose their trans- 

eae. This is icularly noticeable in the 
left e of the Divine countenance. In the 
building up of the various gradations of tint the 
artist has not made a n ly use of color.

it is safe to say he never would have given to 
the world such a malformation. The critic will 
also recognize the difference in the handling of 
the heads of the rs, as compared with 
the remainder of the picture.
